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Redistricting 
Panel Studies 
Issue Slowly 


Assembly Group 
Slated To Meet 
Again on Monday 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
(Hilo Senate scheduled a skele­ 
ton session today as the confer 
•nee committee assigned to con­ 
gressional redistricting marked 
time on the thorny problem. 
A spokesman for the Senate- 
House c o m m i t t e e indicated 
Thursday night that thus far, 
its work bas consisted mainly of 
discussing divergent positions of 
the two chambers. The commit­ 
tee is not scheduled to m • e t 
again until Monday. 
It was named last Monday 
night to resolve differences on 
redistricting which is the last 
major job facing the special 
lame duck session. 
Republican majority leaders 
now point to possible adjourn­ 
ment early next week—possibly 
Monday or Tuesday. Next week 
will be the sixth of the special 
session called by Gov. James 
A. Rhodes. 
The legislative box score as 
of today showed 14 bills had 
been passed and signed into law. 
A dozen others had been passed 
by both houses and were await­ 
ing action by the governor. 
Nine House-approved propos­ 
als awaited the Senate. Legis­ 
lative action had been completed 
on three resolutions calling for 
constitutional amendments. 
This accounts for all but a 
handful of the more than 40 
items spelled out by Rhodes in 
his special session call but sev­ 
eral of those remaining before 
the Senate are of major propor­ 
tions. 
Among them are bills to boost 
the salaries of all judges in Ohio 
and to increase the pay of 
county officials and members 
of the legislature. The House- 
approved pay hike for lawmak­ 
ers is $3,000 a year which would 
give them annual salaries of 
$8,000. 
Also on th agenda are meas­ 
ures to create Cleveland State 
University, Toledo State Medi­ 
cal College, and to abolish the 
Pardon and Parole Commission 
and replace if with an Adult 
Parole Authority. 
The Senate passed five House- 
approved bills Thursday in what 
appeared to have been its last 
floor session this week. Senate 
leaders said there would be no 
roll calls at today’s session. The 
Senate approved and sent to the

Post Office Sets 
Christmas Hours 


Windows at t h e Circleville 
Post Office will be open tomor­ 
row and again the following Sat­ 
urday from 8:30 a. rn. to 5:30 
p. rn. for the convenience of pa­ 
trons. Postage and money orders 
will be sold and parcels will be 
accepted. 
Postmaster Charles Walters 
said the windows will be open 
u n t i l 5:30 p. rn. Dec. 14-19 
and Dec. 21-23. They will close 
at the regular 5 p. rn. time on 
Dec. 24. 
Walters said all major post of­ 
fices have recently converted 
their parcel post sorting and 
transportation facilities to the 
ZIP Code system. 
This is important to people in 
all areas of the country, Walters 
added, since a l m o s t every 
parcel at one time on its trip 
goes through these offices. The 
use of ZIP Codes can save 24 
hours or more in the delivery of 
most parcel post, he explained. 
• • a 
“ZIP CODES on p a r c e l s 
means a far less chance of dam­ 
age because of more direct rou­ 
ting and f e w e r handlings, but 
the success of the program hin­ 
ges on p u b l i c use of the ZIP 
Code numbers in addressing 
packages," the postmaster said. 
He suggested that even if peo 
pie do not know the ZIP Code of 
the address to which their mail 
is going, they should use the 
code on return addresses. When 
cards and packages arrive, the 


five digit return address codes 
should be added to Christmas 
lists for use in the future. 
ZIP Coded mail from a small­ 
er post office will generally be 
sent to the nearest main post of­ 
fice or “sectional center.” From 
there, it is sent directly to the 
sectional center nearest the fin­ 
al destination. In most instances 
this eliminates at least one fur 
thor separation of mail.

Shift to National 
Guard Said Planned 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara w a s reported today to 
have

streamlining that would shift 
150,000 
Army 
reservists 
and 
their units into the National 
Guard 
Some 150,000 more reservists 
would be dropped into a man­ 
power pool to be tapped for 
reinforcements in emergencies. 
As a practical matter, the Or­ 
ganized Army Reserve would 
cease to exist. 
Backup 
for the 
16-<iivtsior 
regular Army would be coneen 
trated in an expanded 550)000 
man National Guard 
The keynote is readiness. 
All guard units would be built 
into well-equipped, well-drilled 
outfits in condition to be used 
within 60 days or so of their call 
for cold war or limited war 
crises 
To this end, 21 k>w-priority, 
understrengty and u n d e r e ­ 
quipped National Guard and 
Reserve divisions w o u l d 
be 
abolished and reconstituted as 
high priority, reinforced bri­ 
gades within the Guard 
It is estimated that about $100 
million can be saved in the first 
year, eventually perhaps up to 
$250 million annually. Much of 
this would be plowed back into 
buying more-modern equipment 
and arms for the Guard 
A similar reorganization that 
would combine the Air Force 
Reserve and Air Guard is in the 
cards, but details have not been 
worked out. 
The 
major streamlining — 
second in two years — stems 
from McNamara’s belief that 
the 
present 
Reserve-Guard 
structure is cumbersome and 
wasteful. 
It also grows from his convic­ 
tion that there is no reason to 
retain elements that cannot be 
ready with reasonable swift­ 
ness. 
Barring a hitch, the Defense 
Department is expected to an 
nounce the controversial moves 
soon, perhaps Saturday.

James A. Rhodes said 
Ohio’s adjutant general, Maj 
Gen. Erwin C. Hostetler, wil 
leave Saturday for Washington 
to talk to Pentagon officials. 
The Pentagon is reportedly 
considering d o w n grading the 
Ohio 37th Infantry Division to a 
brigade and abolishing the 83rd 
Reserve Infantry division. The 
cutbacks wolud be part of a na­ 
tional defense reduction. 
About 18,000 Ohio Army men 
would be involved, Hosteler said.

TACOMA, Wash. (AP) — Two 
and a half years ago Dave Beck 
mangled a famed quotation and 
said, “Remember boys, as Gen 
Mac Artnur said TTI be back.* ** 
Today at 70 he comes back — 
back from the anonymity of 
prison life 
across the three 
miles of Puget Sound that have 
separated him from freedom 
since June 20, 1962. 
The white launch that carried 
him away on a sunny summer 
day to nearby McNeil Island 
Federal Prison will return him 
in raw December to the same 
dock where he bade his fare­ 
well. 
Beck, a self-made millionaire 
and once a power m the labor 
world as head of the Teamsters 
Union, was granted parole Dec. 
I after being turned down twice. 
With Beck’s release today he 
has served nine days less thau 
half of a five-year sentence for 
filing 
fraudulent tax returns 
for the union’s Joint Council 
Building Association in Seattle. 
Before he entered prison he 
won reversal of a conviction of 
evading more than $240,000 in 
personal income taxes. 
He will remain under supervi­ 
sion of a federal parole officer 
until June 20, 1967.

Slaying Said 
One of Most 
Tragic Here 


Man, Wife, Mother 
Perish; Domestic 
Problems Blamed 


Pickaway County Sheriff Wal­ 
ton W. Spangler today is com­ 
pleting an investigation of one 
of the most tragic killings ever 
recorded here. 
Dead in what is believed to 
be a double murder and sui­ 
cide are Clara Hoover, 44; her 
mother, Mrs. Ersil Thrailkill, 
74; and Francis Hoover, 47. 
Sheriff Spangler said Hoover 
apparently took his own life aft­ 
er killing his wife and mother- 
in-law. The shooting took place 
at Mrs. Thrailkill’s residence, 
located on Thrailkill Road in 
Scioto Twp. 
The bodies were discovered 
by Mrs Thrailkill’s son, William 
age 51, at 4 p. rn. yesterday 
when he returned home from Or­ 
ient State Institute where 
he 
is employed. • * • 
THRAILKILL told the sheriff 
he noticed his brother-in-law’s 
car parked near the back walk 
of the residence, with its lights 
turned on. He walked up to the 
back porch and saw his mother 
lying on the floor in a pool of 
blood. 
Sheriff Spangler said Thrail­ 
kill then rushed to a neighbor’s 
house, believing his brother-in- 
law might still be alive in the 
house. He immediately phoned 
the Sheriff’s Department. 
Sheriff Spangler and Deputy 
William Pontious were the first 
to enter the house after the kill­ 
ing. 
The Sheriff said the couple 
had been having domestic pro­ 
blems. Hoover allegedly h a d 
threatened his wife several 
times. 
During recent weeks, the lo­ 
cal department had been called

WASHINGTON (AP) — Well, 
maybe 20 years is a long time to 
lemember a battle; the blood, 
the guts and the glory. 
It is even longer to remember 
the heroes, maybe . .. 
But 
the 
heroes 
remember 
each other, the guy who was 
there

down. 
So here they were, a few at 
toast. 
They had once worn the old 
wool O.D.—olive drab — and 
had hung a sign in Belgium’s 
hub town of Bastogne reading: 
''Bastion of the Battling Bas­ 
tarda.” 


When they were surrounded 
by Germans and called upon to 
surrender, 
their 
commanding 
officer, then Brig. Gen. Anthony 
C. McAuliffe, penned a note 
which has become a part of U.S 
history. He wrote: 
“To the German Commander: 
“Nuts!” 
“— The American Command­ 
er.” 
They — maybe 20 or 25 mid­ 
dle-aged men — were attending 
a “special program commemo­ 
rating the 20th anniversary of 
the Ardennes campaign: Battle 
of the Bulge, December 1944 
sponsored by the George Wash 


ington Chapter, Association of 
tile United States Army.” 
McAuliffe was present Thurs­ 
day night with his handful of 
veterans, amid some 700 sol­ 
diers, mostly officers from the 
Pentagon. The Belgium ambas­ 
sador,

express his nation’s gratitude. 
He said simply: “They were 
heroes, true heroes. We shall 
never — and I mean never — 
forget it.”

COLOMBO, Ceylon (AP) — 
Si rim avo Bandaranaike was a 
weeping widow with three chil­ 
dren when she became the 
world’s only woman to head a 
government. 
She was elected prime minis­ 
ter of Ceylon in July 1960, on a 
sympathy vote after her hus­ 
band, Prime Minister Solomon 
Bandaranaike, was assassinated 
by a Buddhist monk. 
Now, five months before her 
five-year term is due to end, 
Mrs. Bandaranaike has suffered 
her worst setback — a defeat by 
one vote in Parliament last Fri­ 
day. She announced afterward 
she would dissolve Parliament 
and call elections. 
The defeat stemmed from a 
campaign by Buddhist monks 
who interpreted her moves to 
take over the country’s biggest 
newspaper group —Lake House 
— as part of a drive toward die 
tatorship. 
The monks assailed her coali 
tion with the Trotskyite Sam a 
Samaj party, declaring it anti- 
Buddhist and antidemocratic. 
The monks found another tar­ 
get in Trotskyite Finance Minis 
ter Dr. N. M. Perera’s budget 
proposal to ease restrictions on 
tapping coconut trees for toddy 
a fermented alcoholic juice 
They charged this was a delib­ 
erate Marxist plan to destroy 
Buddhism, which forbids a1 
coholic drinks. 
Mrs. Bandaranaik ©scrapped 
the toddy plan. But she did not 
yield in the press nationalization 
issue. 
Defections from her Freedom 
party last week reflected back­ 
benchers’ fears of antagonizing 
the monks. Many rural mem 
hers of Parliament were put 
into power with the monks 
help. 
In her four years of power 
the 
politically 
inexperienced 
housewife became headstrong 
resolute and intolerant of criti­ 
cism — in contrast to her politi­ 
cally experienced husband. 
Backbenchers bowed to her 
will because of the lack of any 
other 
nationally 
acceptable 
figure in their party. 
The daughter of a liberal- 
minded rural chief, Mrs. Ban­ 
daranaike pushed through radi­ 
cal socialist measures: 
—The takeover of Shell, Esso 
and Cal tex oil installations, in 
defiance of a U.S. aid clamp 
down and vigorous British pro­ 
tests. 
—Nationalization of British, 


Austra­ 
l i a n , Canadian and 
iian insurance firms. 
—Nationalization of the Ceylo­ 
nese bank and a threat to take 
control of British, Indian and 
Pakistani banks. 
She also took over schools run 
by religious organizations, ig 
noring 
a 
civil 
disobedience 
movement by nearly 800,000 Ro­ 
man Catholics. 
In foreign policy Mrs. Ban­ 
daranaike followed a course of 
nonalignment, 
worked closely 
with President Gam a1 Abdel 
Nasser of Egypt, tried to me­ 
diate Indian-Chinese border dis­ 
putes and described herself as 
antiimperialist. 
Her wealth depended on lands 
given to her ancestors for serv­ 
ice to Britain, but her policies 
hurt British tea and rubber 
planting concerns and the im 
port-export 
trade 
they 
con­ 
trolled. 
Mrs. Bandaranaike paid hom­ 
age to a portrait of her late hus 
band night and morning. Also — 
in spite of her quarrel with 
monks over the press takeover 
— she was deeply religious, 
spending half an hour each 
morning and 
evening sitting 
crosslegged before an image of 
Buddha in her home. 
Taking the Trotskyites into 
her government, she explained 
she wanted to shore up her par 
liamentary majority and at the 
same time break up an omi 
nously promising unity move 
meat of three previously quar­ 
reling Marxist parties. 
She achieved the second aim 
She 
also 
secured 
industrial 
peace after a fierce oubtreak of 
strikes that for three months 
crippled the export trade Ceylon 
depends on for its clothing, rice 
and sugar on sales of tea, rub­ 
ber and coconut. 
Mrs. Bandaranaike was de­ 
feated by her unswerving deter­ 
mination to go ahead with the 
nationalization 
of 
the 
press 
group. She felt she had been 
venomously and unfairly at­ 
tacked in newspapers during the 
1960 elections. 
In addition, her government 
was 
chronically assailed 
by 
mounting inflation and falling 
foreign 
assets, which forced 
drastic import curbs affecting 


the 
production 
of 
consumer 
goods. 
Development did 
not 
match increases in the labor 
force, and critics said this fail 
lire was a fundamental reason 
for what they called her drift 
toward dictatorship.

Acting in Concert 


International finance hardly seems 
the proper arena for a rerun of the 
“Perils of Pauline,” but the other day 
saw something similar in the rescue 
of the British pound sterling. There was 
the pound on the brink of devaluation, 
with villainous speculators hemming it 
around. 
Suddenly, just in the nick of time, a 
posse of bankers from the U n i t e d 
States, France, Austria, Switzerland, 
Italy, the 
Netherlands 
Sweden 
and 
other countries galloped up and put the 
villains to rout. The pound was pulled 
back from the brink and saved. 
What happened was much more com­ 
plex than that of course. But there is 
l i t t l e doubt that the action by the 
world’s bankers did save the pound 
from devaluation. Explaining why the 
pound’s rescue is important to Ameri­ 
cans is not easy. 
Perhaps a reference to history w i 11 
help. Thirty-three years ago, in 1931, it 
was the devaluation of the pound — in 
a sequence of events very like that 
threatening to take place in recent 
weeks — that coverted the 1929-31 re­ 
cession into a global depresson that 
was finally ended by World War ll. 
The plain fact is that however much 
slippage there has been in Britain's po­ 
litical influence in recent years, its 
pound sterling still is the fundamental 
base against which most of the world's 
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monetary systems are measured. If 
the pound is devalued, then a c h a i n 
reaction sets in — devaluation of cur­ 
rencies around the world takes place. 
An example may show how closely 
U. S. finances are related to those of 
Britain. When the British government 
increased its basic bank rate of interest 
from 5 to 7 per cent (one of the unsuc­ 
cessful attem pts by the Labor govern­ 
ment to meet its fianancial crisis), the 
U. S. Federal Reserve System quickly 
raised its interest rates to banks by one- 
half of a percentage point. 
This meant that borrowers in this 
country would have to pay more inter­ 
est on the loans they obtain. Yet had 
the Federal Reserve not increased the 
interest rate, speculative investment 
money would have started flowing 
to 
London to take advantage of the higher 
interest rates there. 
It’s all a tangled can of worms, and 
difficult even for specialists to under­ 
stand, let alone the typical American; 
consumer. But he can understand what 
happened when the banks of the West­ 
ern ■wor l d hustled to the rescue of 
the British pound. 
Putting aside all the complicated rea-

How confident can you get? 
Here we have the steel workers 
girding up to get a contract out 
of the steel companies that will 
be at least as favorable as t h e 
auto workers’ agreement w i t h 
G e n e r a l Motors, Ford, a n d 
Chrysler.

and o t h e r union bosses very 
much worried about retaining 
t h e i r own jobs. To hold on to 
their popularity with the r a n k 
and file union workers who want 
to cut in on our long-term boom 
before it is over, the labor lead­ 
ers are certainly going to give a 
universal extension of the auto 
workers’ agreement a good try. 
Moreover, the time when em­ 
ployers “acted like lions” is long 
gone. If t h e r e are any leonine 
Tom Girdlers or Sewell Averys 
still h e a d i n g up U. S. com 
panies. they are managing to 
conceal it pretty successfully. 
But if this column is pessimis­ 
tic about the quality of Virgil 
Day’s optimism, it doesn’t mean 
that Mr. Days demand for bet­ 
ter cost disciplines is misplaced.

In this country we 
have a situation where unions in 
certain industries win dramatic 
pay increases for their members 
each year. Usually, this occurs 
in industries which are highly 
mechanized, 
and which lend 
themselves to ready improve­ 
ment of productivity. Steel, au­ 
tomobiles, and our own brewing 
industry would be good exam­ 
ples. In such Industries, th e 
dramatic wage increase is paid 
for (assuming no price increas­ 
es) by speeding up an operation, 
or by reducing the number of 
people required to do a particu­ 
lar operation. . . The wage in­ 
crease is, in a sense, paid for.” 
But in other industries, which 
include textiles and the various 
service industries, the difficulty 
of m a k i n g dramatic advanc­ 
es in productivity means that la­ 
bor can’t get very much without 
putting the marginal companies 
out of business. Workers in tex­ 
tile and service industries are 
the “second - class buyers.” Ev­ 
ery time an auto company or a 
steel company negotiates a rich- 
new contract, the people in the 
second - class industries fall fur­ 
ther b e h i n d . Where an auto 
worker gets upwards of $120 a

The “scissors effect” which 
has been forcing two classes of 
buyers apart might have been 
forestalled if the automobile in­ 
dustry had only remembered the 
golden age of the first H e n r y 
Ford, who paid his higher wages 
out of the volume achieved by 
cutting the price of the car. But 
itis a l i t t l e late in the day to 
be remembering this. Despite 
Virgil Day’s optimism, we look 
to see more strikes forced on la­ 
bor leaders by the envious“sec- 
ood - class buyer.”

This indicated split in eco­ 
nomic trends apparently derives 
more from labor troubles than 
from any marked faltering in 
the prosperity cycle. 
Factories making soft goods 
report sales continuing to rise. 
But some makers of hard goods 
have been hit by strikes or the 
effects of others’ strikes and 
look to next year for any re­ 
sumption of gains. 
Auto 
strikes this 
fall are 
blamed for much of the current 
stalemate in total factory sales. 
Worry about the risk of a steel 
strike next spring appears to be 
behind much of the change in 
thinking about stock buildups to 
hedge against possible shortag 
es or the chances of more wide 
spread price increases. 
These signs and portents are 
being read into the latest survey 
of manufacturers by the Com 
merce Department. It reports 
total sales this final quarter ap­ 
parently have leveled o f f at 
$112.4 million. Four months ago 
factories are predicting a r i s e 
in the final months of this year 
Factory 
sales 
of 
durables 
have fallen this quarter, the 
survey shows, with auto sales 
being the chief culprit. The $300 
million drop in hard goods cut 
the total to $56 billion. 
But nondurables have risen 
bit from the third quarter and 
are expected to total $54.4 btl 
lion for the final three months. 
The 
industrial chiefs 
were 
optimistic, however, about the 
prospects for the first half of 
1965. An average rise of 2 per 
cent in sales is predicted. This 
would be in about the same 
range as the increase in the ear­ 
ly part of 1964. 
All segments don’t fit into this 
pattern. Example: the major 
appliance industry, in a sepa 
rate forecast, is talking of an 
average growth in sales n e x t 
year of between 4 and 5 per 
cent. This would give it the sec 
and straight record sales year 
But manufacturers note that 
this 
rate 
of 
growth doesn’t 
match that set the last two 
years. 
Government economists 
are 
giving an especially dose look 
just now to signs that factory 
policies about inventories may 
be changing, 
i The Commerce Department 


survey indicates that factory 
stocks are climbing in the fina 
weeks of 1964 to a seasonally 
adjusted $62.2 billion. This is 
twice the rate of increase in the 
third quarter. Also another $600 
million advance in inventories is 
expected 
in 
the 
next 
three 
months. In the first half of 1964 
stocks rose by $150 million in 
each quarter. 
The sudden change in busi 
ness thinking about building up 
stocks may be due to fear of 
labor stoppages cutting off sup­ 
plies or union wage gains nudg 
ing prices higher. Or it could be 
the first indications of a grow 
ing prosperity psychology that 
In the past has cased inventor­ 
ies to c l i m b when a business 
upswing was nearing its peak. 
To date the ratio of stocks to 
sales is far from troublesome 
and within the range of t h e an 
ticipated sales increases in the 
months ahead. 
What 
the 
economists 
are 
watching is the change of think 
ing: a bit less optimistic about 
sales while at the same time 
adopting 
a 
more 
expansive 
mood about inventory buildup 
after months of marked caution 
in that field.

On Behalf of a Slave 


THE POSSIBILITIES AND PRIVILEGES OF FRIEND­ 
SHIPS BASED ON A COMMON FAITH IN JESUS 
CHRIST 


Scripture— Philemon. 


B f R. H. RAMSEY 
PAUL’S social conservatism 
Is evident in the events connect­ 
ed with this letter to Philemon, 
a Christian landowner of Lao- 
dicea, asking1 pardon for an es­ 
caped slave. 
Oneeimus, with the true in­ 
stinct of a fugitive, had come to 
Rome seeking to lose himself in 
its teeming population. There he 
met Paul and was converted to 
Christianity, becoming so help­ 
ful to Paul that parting with 
him was, Paul declared, like 
parting with his own heart. 
Nonetheless, 
in 
accordance 
with his conception of duty, 
Paul sent the slave back to his 
master, who, under Roman law, 
had the powers of almost life or 
death in such a case. Lest Phil 
emon be tempted to exercise 
these powers, Paul gave One- 
simus a letter, asking that the 
slave be received as a fellow 
Christian; and provided also 
that a copy of the letter be 
read publicly in the powerful 
church of Colossae, near Lao- 
dicea, so the pressure of social 
opinion might be brought to 
bear upon Philemon, if neces­ 
sary. 
It would be interesting to dis­ 
cover whether Philemon proved 


that he cannot act basely, but 
will grant Paul’s requests re­ 
garding his newest spiritual 
child, or convert. 
After naming Onesimus, Paul 
hurries to several 
favorable 
statements regarding the slave 
so Philemon will have less 
chance to reach an adverse con­ 
clusion before Paul has won him 
over to his side. Perhaps, in 
view of the fact that Onesimus 
has run away, Philemon has 
found his investment in him un­ 
profitable. But now the slave is 
a new man, bom again in Christ 
and will be most profitable in 
the future because he, as a 
Christian, will be the best of 
slaves. 
Now Paul beats somewhat of 
a tactical retreat, saying that 
though the slave has become 
dear to him, he is sending him 
back to Philemon, for he has 
great respect for this man and 
his opinion and, not knowing 
Philemon’s 
feelings 
on 
this 
matter, is not about to keep 
him. 
Despite Paul’s affection for 
Onesimus, he does not order 
Philemon to be good to ‘the 
slave, but to exercise his own 
free will, keeping in mind that 
Onesimus is now his brother in

himself enough of a Christian 
to accede to Paul’s request; or, 
on the contrary, acted like most 
Roman masters and put One­ 
simus to the torture on his re­ 
turn. 
Though the letter to Phile­ 
mon is brief, and of a personal 
nature, Paul cannot help begin­ 
ning it with a salutation as 
theologically rich as those with 
which he began his more doc­ 
trinal epistles. 
In verse 4 we learn that Phil­ 
emon is one of the converts that 
Paul has prayed for continually. 
This man’s faith in Christ and 
love of the saints had been 
brought to Paul's attention, so 
that when Philemon’s name was 
mentioned, a mental image of 
the man’s face arose in Paul’s 
mind. 
As far aa we know, Philemon 
had no idea Onesimus was with 
Paul in Rome, and it takes the 
apostle more than one-third of 
the letter to get around to mak­ 
ing his request. With delicate 
tact he hints at his chief pur­ 
pose in writing Philemon, call­ 
ing upon all that is noblest and 
highest in Philemon’s heart and 
lifting him to such a high level 


Christ and beloved by Paul. 
Because Paul and Philemon 
share common feelings, inter­ 
ests, hopes and faith in Christ, 
they are as partners and Paul 
asks Philemon to receive One­ 
simus as he would the apostle 
himself. And any material ob­ 
stacles to Onesimus’s re tu rn - 
bad debts or costs of apprehen 
sion—are to be borne by Paul. 
This taking over of the debts of 
Onesimus by Paul is indicative 
—on a much higher plane—of 
Christ’s taking over of our 
debts. To make the debt formal 
and binding, Paul has written 
this with his own hand and 
signed 
it. 
Should 
Philemon 
grant his request, it will give 
the apostle an abundance of joy 
in his own heart. 
Nearing the end of th$ let* 
ter, Paul expresses his conli- 
dence in Philemon and indicates 
that he hopes to visit Colossae 
soon, asking that a lodging be 
prepared for him. Then, after 
including greetings from hie 
fellows in Rome, Paul concludes 
the letter with a benediction 
calling 
the 
grace 
of Jesus 
Christ down upon the spirit of 
Philemon.

Can students really benefit and 
gain a real learning experience 
from educational television? The 
Circelville school system is try­ 
ing to find out just that through 
MPATI a n d WOSU television 
and so far has been quite suc­ 
cessful. 
MPATI, Midwest Program on 
Airborn Instruction Incorporated 
is a nonrofit organization op­ 
erating on y e a r I y grants from 
the Ford Foundation and other 
progressive corporations. 
Through an elaborate set up 
within the school, programs are 
received over channels 72 and 76 
from a DC-6 plane. T h i s one 
plane provides instruction f o r 
the six s t a t e s of Ohio, Indiana 
I l l i n o i s , Michigan, Wiscon­ 
sin, and Kentucky at once. 
Programs of instruction broad­ 
cast over WOSU television are 
also being used within the Cir­ 
cleville school system. 
Both networks offer instruc­ 
tion in a total of six courses at 
CHS and have proved to be a 
great aid to teaching on the ele­ 
mentary level. They are pres­ 
ently employed at S. Court St. 
Elementary, CHS, Corwin St. 
Elementary, High St. Elementa­ 
ry, and Atwater Elementary. 
Just what are these programs 
and why are they so successful? 


First, the philosophy of the Cir­ 
cleville s c h o o l system, and 
MPATI as well, towards educa­ 
tional television employs th e 
use of these programs as supple­ 
ments to the regular instruction­ 
al program and in no case is it 
planned to be the total course. 
Its success to date lies in its 
valuable enrichment of the sub­ 
ject thrugh pictures, d e m o n ­ 
strations, movies, and much ad­ 
ditional information. Educational 
television is of special aid to the 
college bound student in that he 
learns to take notes on lectures. 
How is the p r o g r a m car­ 
ried out? The teacher is provid­ 
ed with an instruction manual 
planned according to the pro­ 
gram schedule. With this manu­ 
al he can plan when and when 
n o t to use the television facilit­ 
ies. Programs last approximate­ 
ly one-half hour ad the biggest 
problem with the program is in 
the scheduling, especially with­ 
in the rigid schedule of t h e 
high school. 
The Circleville school system 
has b r i g h t hopes for educa­ 
tional television. Its need is ev­ 
er-increasing, its rewards a r e 
many and g r e a t , but the indi­ 
vidual t e a c h e r continues to 
strive for excellence realizing 
that for him there is still no sub­ 
stitute.

Demands Caution

in their hands before and who 
terrible destruction. Yet people k n o w nothing concerning its

their favorite rifles and shot­ 
guns. The same gun that roars 
death at birds and beasts can 
turn and roar the same death at 
them ort heir companions if they 
relax their caution for an in­ 
stant. 
All it takes is common sense 
and care in handling of all guns, 
from the air rifle to the so­ 
called souped-up varminter. It 
takes common sense in locat­ 
ing and knowing where compan­ 
ions are at all times, guarding 
against ricocheting bullets, and 
—the one most often forgotten 
by gunners, — making sure the 
gun is unloaded before bringing 
it into the house. One cannot be 
overcautious in the handling of 
guns. The records show only too 
clearly that there is a need for 
a great deal more caution than 
has been shown. 
You have only to realize the 
situation that exists today as 


proper care and handling. 
Some hunting accidents are 
caused by the use of intoxicat­ 
ing liquor. There is absolutely 
no excuse whatsoever for it be­ 
ing in the hunting field. But for 
the most part, hunting acci­ 
dents are mainly caused from 
ignorance, 
carelessness, 
a n d 
temperament. Ninety-nine per 
cent of these accidents art un­ 
necessary and should never hap­ 
pen. 
All shooting accidents don’t 
happen in the field. Many of 
them occur in the home. This is 
even more inexcusable. A load­ 
ed gun has no more place in a 
home than a rattlesnake curled 
to strike. Make it a habit of giv­ 
ing your gun a final check to 
be sure it’s unloaded as you en­ 
ter your door, even though you 
remember unloading it earlier.

CLEVELAND (AP)—Not that 
he needs it, but Cleveland’s 
kicking wizard Lou Groza, the 
National Football League’s all- 
time leading scorer, has addi­ 
tional incentives to be his usual 
brilliant self when the Browns 
meet the New York Giants Sat­ 
urday. 
The 40-year-old kicker—in his 
18th year with the Browns — 
needs only four points to top his 
personal record far points in a 
season. He tallied 108 in 1953, 
the only time he has gone over 
the 100-point mark. 
With 105 points so far this 
year, Gorza is just three be­ 
hind the NFL scoring leader, 
Lenny Moore af the Baltimore 
Colts. It’s entirely possible that 
Groza could be the offensive 
weapon to give the Browns the 
victory for their first division 
title in seven years. A good day 
could win him the NFL scoring 
honors, also. 
In

campaign, 
Groza has made 42 of 43 extra 
points attempts and 21 of 29 field 
goals efforts, tops in field goals 
in the league. 
Groza outscored the rest of 
his teammates last Sunday in 
the Browns’ 28-19 loss to the 
St. Louis Cardinals, clicking on 
four of five field goal attempts 
and an extra point after the 
Browns’ only touchdown. His 
other field goal attempt was 
blocked.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Ohio 
State University plans to take 
over a four-story campus struc­ 
ture now used by the Chemical 
Abstracts Service early next 
year. 
The university trustees agreed 
Thursday to pay the American 


TAHLEQUAH, Okla. (AP) - 
The words are ancient Indian, 
but the music is modern rock 'n’ 
roll. 
“You have your problems, 
trying to describe Fats Domino 
in the Cherokee language,” says 
Wesley Proctor, a full-blooded 
Cherokee Indian who is disc 
jockey on a regular program 
broadcast by station KTLQ in 
the Cherokee language. 
KTLQ also broadcasts three 
news 
programs 
in Cherokee 
each week. 
Ifs not surprising that they 
would find an audience. This is 
the historic capital of the Cher­ 
okee nation, established after 
the tribe was moved from its 
native Georgia and Alabama 
lands in the 1800s. 
An estimated 10,000 people of 
Indian descent speak the Cher­ 
okee language in the five-county 
area served by KTLQ. Ifs esti­ 
mated 30 per cent of adult Cher­ 
okees speak and read in their 
own language, the only native 
Indian tongue which has its own 
alphabet. 
Proctor, a student at North­ 
eastern State College here, be- | 
came an Indian disc jockey 
through 
college. 
Northeastern 
has an academic study group 
called the Carnegie Foundation 
Cross Cultural Study Project, a 
four-year program delving into 
the processes by which a person 
learns to speak another lan­ 
guage. 


The Cherokees are ideal for 
the study. An estimated 90 per 
cent were literate in their own 
language a century ago and 
Cherokee still is the primary 
language in many homes in this 
area. 
The radio broadcasts started 
last February, twice a week. 
“By June the program was 
getting so heavy on local copy 
and so many persons were com­ 
municating 
through the 
pro­ 
gram that we decided to en­ 
large,” says Dr. Bob Thomas,
